GJS.R. 417(E).—^In exercise of the powers confercd by 
section 36, read with sub-section (2) of section 32, of the 
Haryana and Uttar Pradesh (Alteration of Boundaries) Act, 
1979 (31 of 1979), the Central Oovcrnment hereby makes 
the followine rules, namely :— 

1. (1) Short title and commencement.—These rules may 
bo called the Haryana and Uttar Pradesh (Inspection of 
Boundary Pillars) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on and from the day 
which the Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, appoint as the appointed day under clause 
(a) of section 2 of the Act. 

2. Definitions.—^In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires,— 

(1) "Act” means the Haryana and Uttar Pradesh 

(Alteration of Boundaries) Aoh 1979 (31 of 

1979) ; 

(2) "boundary pIUm" means a boundary pillar refeixed 

to In sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Act; 


(3) "demarcating authority" means the authority ap¬ 
point^ under sub-section (2) of section 3 _of the 
Act; 

(4) "fixed point" means the location of a point deter- 
mln^ t by the demarcating authority under clause 
(b) of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Act for 
the construction of a boundary pillar ; 

(5) "map” means a map prepared by the demarcating 
authority under sub-section (4) of section 3 of the 
Act. 


3. Inspection of the boundary piJlais.—(1) As soon as may 
be after the monsoon is over, but before the 30th Novem¬ 
ber each years, the boundary pillars shall be inspected jointly 
by the officers of the State Governments of Haryana and 
Uttar Pradesh. 

(2) In the absence of an agreement to the contrary bet¬ 
ween the two State Governments, the inspection shall bo 
done— 

(a) by the Collectors of the districts on the pciipbcry 
of which the boundary pillar lies, or 

tb) by such revenue officers, being officers not below 
the rank of Deputy CoUectors, may be nomi¬ 
nated in this behalf by the Collector concern¬ 
ed. 


4. Construction and maintenance of the boundary pillars.— 
(1) If during the inspection, any boundary pillar is found 
not to have been constructed, or to be missing, damaged or 
displaced, it shall be constructed, reconstructed or repaired, 
as the case may be. 

(2) If any fixed point is not readily identifiable, it shall be 
relocated by a joint team of revenue officers of the two State 
Governments nominated by the Collectors concerned, such 
relocation being done on the basis of the coordinates and 
other particulara specified in respect of such fixed point in 
the map. 

(3) The cost of constructing reconstructing or repairing 
and boundary pillar shall be home by the State Govern¬ 
ment specified by the demarcating authority on the map in 
relation to such pillar. 

(4) Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this rule, 
the Collectoi's concerned may agree look any particular 
boundry pillar need not be constructed, reconstructed or 
repaired if the fixed point of such pillar is under deep 
water or for any other reason, which may be recorded in 
wnting. 


5. Sweyor General to assist in case of difficulty.—Where 
any difficulty arises in or in relation to the relocation of u 
fixed point or the construction, reconstruction and main- 
tenant of the boundary pillars under these niles, the Cen¬ 
tral Government may, after consulting the State Govern- 
Uttar_ Pradesh, require an officer
